Mr. Dangerfield's Second Narrative, &c. 


ge hath produced diverle ſtrange demonſtrations, of the 
many Damnable and Horrid Deſigns, ſuch as'poſlels the Ro- 
man Catholick Religion which affords ſuch Helliſh Princi- 
ples, that the Bloud of Princes, Magiſtrates, Deſtruftion of Nartions, 
or what Hell ir ſelf can invent, cannot obſtru&t them or ſtand in their 
way, to hinder the promoting their excellent Religion, and as a fur- 
ther dereCtion of their villamies ; I recommend to your conſideration 
this enſuing Narrative , which had it taken the effect intended might 
have proved as dangerous to the Proteſtant Intereſt as any, for abour 
the month of February, 1678. One Mr. Strode being a Priſoner in the 
K. Bench did after ſome time enter into a Correſpondence with one 
Lionel Anderſon alias Mowunſon, a Dominican Prieſt ; and then alſo a 
Priſoner there : who pretending ſome better Opinion-ot Mr. Strode 
then of others,did invite him to hiz Chamber to drink,which favour he 
readily imbraced and very often;but at onetime being ſomewhat over- 
taken with Drink, the ſaid Anderſon alias Mounſon, demanded of him 
of what Family he was, and the manner of his preſent Condition and: 
allo if he was a Roman Catholick, ro which he anſwered he was 
not,but was a well-wiſher to that Religion, then he demanded of him 
it he would undertake ſomething that would produce him immediate 
Liberty, and his future Happinels and good.Fortune, he anfwered, he 
would, and defired ro know what it was, at which he expreſt much 
latisfaction, and withall lanched our a diſcourſe relating to the ſtifli 
the Evidence of Capt. Wilam Bedloe, one of His Majeſties Witneſſes 
of this molt Horrid Plot, which was thus. Mr. Strode you are ac- 
quainted with one Phillip Marſh, who has formerly been a Servant to 
Mr. Bedlve and have often informed me you held a correſpondence 
with Bed{oe : now it fo, I will put you in a way by that means how 
to create to your (elt a conſiderable Intereſt : provided you will fol- 
low my directions and to give a general ſatisfaction to all good Catho- 
licks, which Mr. Strode declared a ſeeming approbarion of, and that

from thenceforward he would be guided-by the ſaid Anderſon aligs 


Mounſon who ſhewed his rejoycing thereat by imbracing Mr. Strode in 
his Arms, and ſaid Bedloe was a great Villain, and had given falſe te- 
ſtimony againſt the Lord Powis, Lord Arundel, Lord Bellaſis, Lord 
Wtafford, Lord Petre, and divers other worthy Roman Catholicks, 
but had done it ſo weekly, thar it was to be ſeen through every parr. 
And theretore the aforeſaid five Lords in particular were willing to 


ule ſome means to bring Mr. Bedloe on the Stage, And then further 
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added that no way could be fo proper for accompliſhing this Deſfion, © © 
as for the laid 1Ar. Strode to drink with Philip Marſh and enquire.o! 
him about the behaviour of his Maſter Mr. Bedloe, and what Conye:- 
ſation he was of when the ſaid Phillip Marſh lived with him, and de- 
fired if the laid Marſh ſhould of himſelf or could by the ſaid Mr. 
Strodes inftigation be brought to lay any thing marerial againſt Bedlee, 
that might any wayes leflen or invalidate his Teftimony, that Mr. 
Strode ſhould offer him a reward ot money, or to that very Efect, 

But Mr. Strode being of better Principles, and th eretore defirousto 


1mprove ſuch an opportunity to the dilcovery of the Remiſh Villany, 


prerendedly,bur untruly to encourage the {2id Mr. Anderſon alias Moun- 
fon to proceed in that delign, rold him no man was fitter to be em- 
ployed in ſuch an Aﬀair then himſelt, in regard he had known 
Mr. Bedloe divers years and had during the time of his [mpri- 
fonment, received divers Letters from him in which he requeſted him 
ro be true to him, as knowing, he had or could produce lome Papers 
that would much invalidate his Teſtimony, to prevent which he of- 
ten had by the ſaid Marſh ſent him money ; and that by Mr. Bedloes 
means one Mr. Johnſon a Servant to the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Shaftsbury, did ofren come to requeſt his Teſtimony againſt the Lords 
in the Tower, and in order to it offered him divers ſumms of money 
all which he had refuſed to accept of, This feigned ſtory ſo incoura- 
ged Mr. Anderſon alias Mounſon to proceed, that he began very hotly 
to urge Mr. Strode to uſe his utmoſt endeavours in Profecution 
thereof, and accordingly fome time after Mr. Strode acquainting him 
that he had Communicated the ſaid matrer to the ſaid Phillip Marſh, 
whom he found was as ready as himſelf ro be directed by him, bur 
that to encourage the ſaid Marſh he had promiſed him ſome Money, 
Anderſon ſeemed to be very well (atished therewith and then proteſted 
it ſhould be performed both to Marſh and Strode. Provided, they 
would when occaſion {ſhould require be ready to Swear ſuch matter 
againft Mr.* Bedloe as he the ſaid Anderſon would inform them of,which 
was by Mr. Strode ſeemingly agreed on. 

Upon the ninth of March following Anderſon and Strode meeting, the 
ſaid Anderſon deſired ro know of Mr. Strode it he would be true to 
him, to which he anſwered he would, then faid Anderſon I can beleive 

ou, becauſe I have been imformed you are nearly related to an inti- 
mare Friend and Acquaintance of mine of your Name, and a perlon 
of great Worth and Honour ; therefore I do affure my ſelf no man 
of that name can break his Word, but notwithſtanding that Moro 
urged him to take an Oath of Secrecy, to be True to him which Mr. 
Strode ſeemed unwilling to do ; bur rather then he would loſe lo pro- 
bable an occation to ſerve his King and Country in making himtelt ca- 
pable of detecting fo Villanous a Roguery,he did on his faith Promile 
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to be true to him, which he being fatished with, further to encou- 
rage Mr. Strode to proceed therein, then promiſed him five hun- 
dred pound, and to make him one of the greateſt of his name, It 
He the faid Philip Marſh, and others did lo follow his directions, 
that Mr. Bedloes Evidence would be taken off, which Mr. Strode 
pretendedly undertook to do, bur defired ro know how he might 
be certain of.che five hundred pound when the buſineſs ſhould be 


finiſhed, to which the ſaid Mr. Anderſon delired ſome time to Con#,, 


ider of. -- 

In ſome {ſhort time afrer the ſaid Anderſon alias Mounſon, meeting 
Mr. Strode in the {aid Priſon, requeſted Strode to follow him into his 
Chamber, where he told Mr. Strode, he had made the deſign of 
ſubverting Mr. ? Bedloes Evidence known to ſome perſons of very 
oreat Quality, ( by a ſcheme he had ſent them in a Letter of the 
whole thing ) who had returned him an{wer thar they were very 
well pleaſed with the lame and approved thereof, and gave him 
their thanks, and allo order to give the ſaid Mr. Strode ſuch fecurit 
as he ſhould approve of for what he had promiſed, and direQions 
where to find the laid ſecurities, or if Mr. Strode would nominate 
any Perſon of Credit and Truſt, in whoſe hands the ſaid ſumme 
of five hundred pound ſhould be depoſited for his uſe, ir ſhould be 
ſo done, and at a convenient time paid him, together with whar 
he had promiſed to Marſh,then he ordered Mr. Strode to ler the ſaid 
Marſh and others, which were to be imployed with him in that de- 
lign, know that whatever ſum they could in reaſon defire it ſhould 
be granted, and immediately after ( the bulinels effeted ) Pay- 
cd. 

In order to the carrying on of this Aﬀair ſome time after, the 
laid Mr. Anderſon invited Mr. Strode again into his Chamber, where 
he entertained him with diſcourſe {till relating to Mr. Bedloes bufi- 
neſs, but he being very deſirous (as may very well be ſuppoſed) 
to puſh on the ſame with all Expedition, was relolved#to loſe no 
time, and the better to incourage Mr. Strode he fetche forth of his 
Study a quart-bottle of Brandy, and defired him to drink of the 
lame, but Mr.- Strode being cautious of the Liquor, did requeſt 
him to drink firſt, which he did, bur a very little, and defired to be 
excuſed for thar his body would not bear drink, as Mr. Strodes 
would, who drank a conſiderable quantity of the Brandy, and 
' then Mr. Anderſon tercht a Bottle of Wine and deſired him to drink 
of that too, which after lome little time he did, then: the ſaid 4n- 
derſon alias Mounſon told him, he had acquainted Sir Henry Thychbourne 
of the whole buſincls againſt Mr. Bedloe in as full and ample man-

ner as it really was intended, and that Sir Henry's maid-ſervant had 
informed him the ſaid Anderſon alias Mounſon from her Maſter, thar 
he was exceeding well plealed, and that he had promiled as a far- 
cher encouragement, he would afſign him the ſaid Strode an Eſtate 
in Hampſhire worth one hundred pounds a year,for the ipace of two 
rears, to be Rent free; and this Sir Henry would give of his own 
tree will for the good of the Caule, and deſired he thould be infor- 
med of ſuch a Reward intended for him, but that. he might nor 
know from whence it was to come, and then Mr. Strode left 
him. | 
Mr. Strode about a quarter of an hour afterwards, coming into 
Anderſons Chamber again, was promiled by Anderſon that as ſoon as 
Marſh himlſelf,and others were ready to receive the directions he had 
prepared for them, to {wear againſt Mr. Bedloe, that then he would 
ſend one Mr. Nevil alias Pame (now a Priſoner at the Kings Bench, 
and Accuſed of High Treaſon) to a Peron of High Quality, whom 
the ſaid Anderſon alias Mounſon laid was his very good Friend,and was 
ſure would make way for the ſaid Strodes Liberty in two dayes, 
which when accompliſhed the five Lords in the Tower did intend 
to Petition the Parliament for their Tryals, and to Subpcena the 
ſaid Mr. Strode as a Witnels in their behalfs, bur he being as cauti- 
ous as the matter would bear, of Engaging himlſelt roo far in ſuch 
dangerous matters, yet very delirous by that Correſpondence 
though to his great hazard to be ſerviceable to his King and Coun- 
try, and the True Proteſtant Religion; he did continue the difſem- 
bling his reality of being an inſtrument in that Helliſh Practice de- 
ſigned. Bur ſuch was Mr.Strodes misfortune in the management of 
this Afﬀair,that whether with cauſe or without, I know not;bur its all 
one , with thoſe of that Romith Religion, it they beleive other- 
wiſe, but now the ſcene was changed and Mr. Anderſons Principles 
only the object, for now he having harboured a Jealouhe in his 
thoughts that Mr. Strode was not real to him in this Catholick de- 
ſign, he preſently forgets alk-thoie liccle Vows and Execrations he 
he had uttered to make Strodes Fortune, and-begins to caſt abour 
how to ruine him upon thele grounds of ſuſpicion. 


Firſt, He'is poſleſt with a beleit chat Mr. Strode had Papers re- 


lating to the Plor and concealed them from him. 


Secondly. That he was likely to be a Witneſle for the King, up- 
on that or ſome other account relating to it, and had not diſcovered 


it to him the laid Anderſon.

And Thirdly, That 'in regard he. could nor ger thoſePapers 
nor into thole ſecrets, Strode might become very prejudicial to 
himſelt upon theſe Accounts, preſently there is, a Conſultati- 
on by him with the Counteſſe of Powe, Mrs. Cellier, my Self, 
Mr. Xevil alias Paine, Mrs. 'Celliers maid-ſervant, and Mr.* Ke- 


iſh. And now, Reader obſerve, how theſe holy members, of 
chis holy Carholique Church proceeded.

diforder, T might eaſily pick them out of his Pocket, or otherwiſe get them 
from him, which in regard of our former acquaintance I readily undertook 
and 1 did frequently converſe m the Priſon withsbim without any Suſ- . 
ficion from him, as I believe, of any deſign intended againſt him by me, at ,

About the five and twentieth of May Taft 1679. Mr. Strode

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And for your better ſatisfaftion herein, that that part they repreſented 
to the Lord Privy Seal, was not inferiour to the former; 1 have Inletred 
part of the papers firſt ſent by Auderſon to the Lady Poufis, and by 
her hand given to rhe, who at the fame time gave nie her Lady- 
ſhips Order to carry them immediately to the Lord Privy Seal, 
who ordered me to read the ſame papersto his Lordſhip at his houſe 
ar Kenſington, which were in Contents thus, as they came from Ander- 
ſon, who pretended to have them originally from me, and ſo did ſtill con- 
tinue them as taken in my Namie from Strode, viz. May. 1 1. 1679. Strode

May the 12. 1679. Strode told me this day, that Bedlows occaſion of 
giving him Money was to the intent he ſhould conceal ſomething he 
knew of Bedlow, which if diſcovered would be of conſequence enough to 
hang him, if proſecnted on the ſame; and the ſummes which Bedlow ſent 
him was the greater, for that Strode ſhould rake particular notice of the 
behaviour of the Prieſts which are here, artd who they did correſpond 
with ; which Strode has done, and has fent ſome to follow divers perſons 
which have come to Mr. Anderſon, which perſons and their abodes are; 
as Strode (ayes, well enough known, and hereupon {wore Damn his ſoul, if 
they ſhould not be berter known if eyer he could obrain his liberty. 


Maythe 1 3: Strode acquainted me, that his buſineſs was either paſt, 
of in great probabiliry lo to be, and when he could get his enlargement, 
there were ſome inthe world ſhould ſoon feel the effets of his fury : Bur 
amongſt the reſt, Mr. Anderſon; who as Strode ſaid, was very uncertain of 
ever being lo near his liberty z but if there ever be any probability for 
Anderſons liberty, Strode rakes no doubt bur to prevent the ſame.

Whereupon I did that very Day, go to the {aid Mr. Boyces 
Houle, after I had firſt been Oral with one Mrs. Dordthy 
Sherborne, a Sempſtreſs, living near St. ( lement*s-( hurch in the Strand, 
how to frame a Diſcourſe which might be agreeable to the Diffe- 
rence, which was then between Boyce and Pranmce : For, as I was 
informed by Mrs. Cellier, the ſaid Mrs. Sherborne (who is Siſter to 
Mr. Praunce's Wite) was the Perſon, who firſt gave notice of this 
Aﬀair by .one Mrs. Mary: Quina, who'then lived" in or about Rsf- 
ſell-Street, near Covent-Garden. But when I found Boyce, and had 
prevailed with him to Drink, I did enter into. ſome Diſcourſe 
.( which appears by this Information, ' which follows ) relating to 
Prame ; but found no Encouragement to proceed, according as 
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the Counteſs of Powis expected. Bur upon our parting, I promi- 
ſed to viſic him again :* Adding, (when I tound no Complyance 
in that) t would employ him to cur ſome Amber for me. And 
in order to that, ſofnetime after, | made another Vilic or-two ; 
but never gave him any Amber to cut : Nor could I ger from 
him any thing, that would amount to the Prejudice of Mr. Prawnce. 
So that Deſigne fell. But you may perceive by the Information 
of Boyce, and Mrs. Sherborne, that the Scheam'thereot was well 
enough laid, had Boyce but performed his Part. Here follows 
their Informations, ec.

The Information of Wilkam Boyce, in Bell-Savage-lard, Ludeate- 
Hill, Joyner ; (taken upon Oath) before the Right Honou- 
rable, Sir Robert Claxton, Knight, Lord-Mayo: of the Ciry 
of London, on Fryday the 3 oth, of Jamary, 1679. 


His Informant ſaith, That about the middle of laft Summer, 
one Mr. Dangerfeild came to this Informant s Houſe, Sci- 
tuate in Bell-Savage- Court, London, afore-ſaid : And told 

this Informant, That he came from Mr. Praunce, concerning the 
Cutting of Amber ; and deſired to Drink privatly with this Infor- 
mant. But this Informant being Suſpicious of bim, did requeſt the 
Man of the Houſe where they drank, to come into the Room, as of- 
ten as he could. Inwhich Koow, the ſaid Dangertcild acquainted 
this Informant, that be underſtood, this Informant had been wery 
kind to Mr. Praunce, and ſerviceable to him ; but Mr. Praunce 
ſpake very unkindly of this Informant, bebind his back. Where. 
upon this Informant made anſwer, that he had no Reaſon ſo to 
do, if be conſulted God, and his own Conſcience. And this In- 
formant further ſaith,Tat on the Morrow, the ſaid Dangerteild came 
again to this Informant.at his own Honſe ; and they went to drink at 
the ſame Place,as before. At whichPlace,the ſaid Dangerfeild renew- 
ed the Diſcourſe that had paſſed between them, the Day before ; which 
was, as this Informant did then conceive, to provoke him to ſay 
ſomething, that night have enſnared this Informant, in regard this 
Informant had becn an Inſtrument to perſwade Mr, Praunce to de- 
clare the irnth, touching the Murther of Sir Edmund-Bury God- 
frey. But when the ſaid Dangerfeild bad found this Informant 
could not be provoked to Diſcourſe, be would have perſwaded 
this Informant, to mcet Mr. Praunce and him, the ſaid Dangerfeild, 
at the Horſe-Shoo-Tavern in Drury-Lane; at which Place, he 
acquainted this Inf,rmant, he kept a Clubb, and was uſed to meet 


there every Night : But this Informant refuſed ſo todo; and more 
ſayeth not. 7

"1 His Examinant ſaith, That ſometime laſt Summer, ſhe went 
with ſome Linnen to Powis Houſe,to Mr.Willoughby ; wbo, 
as ſhe ſuppoſed, Lodged there, at that time. Sometime af 

ter this Examinant acquainted the ſaid Mr. Willoughby, of a Dif- 
ference, as ſhe was informed; that bad happened between Mr. 
Boyce, and Mr. Praunce, Brother to this Examinant : At which 
time, the ſaid Willoughby told this Examinant, that he would yo 
and ſee Mr. Boyce; and try .to find out by bim, what the ſaid 
Praunce had endured in Priſon. And that nit long after, the ſaid 
Ar. Willoughby returned, and told this Examinant, That he could 
get nothing out of the ſaid Boyce; but that he would go again, 
for the ſame purpoſe : And not long after, returned to this Examis 
nant's Shop; and told her, that he (the ſaid Willoughby) had 
been with the ſaid Mr. Boyce, and Drank with bim ; but could 
get nothing out of him. And further this Examinant ſaith mt, 
at preſent.

About the Month of September, 1679. when Mrs. Celliers, and 
my felt, went to viſit Mr. Stamford, the Duke of Newburgh's Reſi- 
dent ; whoſe Lodgings was then in the Hay-Market. He Entertain'd 
us with Diſcourſes to this effe&t ; viz, That Dr. Tongue did imploy 
divers Perſons to write ; and that to be done ſo warily, that no 
Perſon knew more, than juſt that Part which he was concerned in: 
Which Mr. Stamford did then promiſe, to acquaint the King's Ma- 
jelty withal. And farther added, that he would lay down his Opi- 
nion of the ſaid Writing, in words to this effect; iz, That he did. 
believe the {aid Dr. Tongue, and his Clarks, were writing ont Di- 
reCtions ſor Dr. Oates, and Mr. Bedloe, how to proceed in the Plot, 
againſt the Roman-( atholicks ; hoping thereby, as I ſuppoſe, to in- 
{inuate a Belief into the King, that there was no ſuch thing as a 
Plot intended; by that Party ; bur a Contrived Fiction, by ſome 
other. At another time, not long after, I went by my felt, ro wait 
upon Mr. Stamford, with that Paper entituled, The Cloak ing its Co- 
lors ; which was wrote by ſome, if nor all, the Lords in the Tow- 
er, as Mrs. Celker informed me. At which time, Mr. Stanford 


bound himſelf in a Pramiſe ; and took upon him: to: fay, Fhat.. 
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"If ever the Duke of Tork come to the Crown of Es. 
gland, he ſhould have Intereſt enough ro make my. for. 
cune there 3 promiſing at the ſame time, in regard things 
flood then 1n ſo 111 a poſture, for the prefent he would 
make ſuch Intereſt ro the Spaniſh Emballador, when he 
returned from Fl :nders, that I ſhould be entertained in his 
Family and Service ; adding, that, my buſineſs would be to 
furniſh bis Excellency with Intelligence both from City 
\ and Countrey, as well as other parts, for which he doubted 
not but to procure for my Sallery, ar leaſt One hundred 
- pounds a year : But when [ ſhould be 1n ſuch an imploy, 
Mr. Sramford propoſed-a way how I might be as ſervice- 
able to himſelf, as the Embaſlador, which was to give him 
the ſame Intelligence. 


Now this I do ſuppole was uſed only as a wheedle to 
encourage me in the proſecuting the many Afﬀairs I then 
was engaged in for the good of the Roman Catholick 
Cauſe, more than a thing really intended by him, in regard 
I never was preter'd to the ſaid imploy he then propoſed ; 
but 'twas his uſual cuſtom when I came to wait on him 
ina Morning before 10 a Clock, to entertain me with a 
Maſs or two before I left him, always admoniſhing me, and 
rather indeed enjoyning me to come and hear Maſs with 
him ; which I often did, where I conſtantly found a fall 
Congregation, for the moſt part of Engliſh people ; and 
I doubt not but that he-ſtill continues the ſame exerciſe. 


Now to let you know why I did not inſert the In- 
formations of my many Witneſſes in my firſt Narrative, , 
as well as ſome in this, I hope this following Reaſon 
may fatisfie each Reader ; for that in as much as I had the 
moſt ſubtile and wary people perhaps of the whole Uni- 
verſe to deal withall, I neither could, nor yet can think 
it proper to diſcover to them the whole ſtrength of my 
Teſtimony.
